PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE BY-LAWS 


Arti cle 6 - Board of Directors 
Section 6: Add 


a. Vacancies occuring for any reason during the year in the 
office of Chapter Representative shall be filled by the Board of 
Directors through interim appointments until such vacancies are 
filled during the next national annual election. 


b. Vacancies arising for any reason during the year in the 
office of Regional Representative shall be filled by the Board of 
Directors through interim appointments for the balance of the term 
of office which expries at the next annual general business meeting. 

RATIONALE; The current by-laws make no provision for filling 
vacancies in the offices of Chapter Representative and Regional 
Representative.

c) Provide guidance and direction for the editor and/or editorial 
staff of official SID journals and other publications as may be 
required. 


d) Establish and maintain one or more repositories for data 
relating to information display and its allied fields. 

e) Establish and maintain a historical documentary of the SID. 
Every national and regional committee and all chapters shall appoint 
an official reporter whose duties shall be to report significant 
activities and ideas to the committee chairman. 



Section 8; New 


The Publications Committee shall;

Article 8, Section 10 shall be renumbered Article 8, Section 11, 
and a new Article 8, Section 10 shall be introduced which will read 
as follows: 

Section 10: 

The Archives Committee shall: 

a) Establish and maintain one or more repositories for data 
relating to information display and its allied fields. 

b) Establish and maintain a historical documentary of the SID. 
Every national and regional committee and all chapters shall appoint 
an official reporter whose duties shall be to report significant 
activities and ideas to the committee chairman. 

RATIONALE: As a result of the growth of SID and the expanded arch¬ 

ival and publications activities, the large amount of business 
transacted in the two areas requires that these functions be sep¬ 
arated and each assigned to an independent committee. 

Article 9 - Finances 

Section 1: Old 

All funds of the SID other than petty cash shall be kept in recognized 
banking and savings and loan institutions. Expenditures of funds in 
excess of $100. for any single transaction shall have the approval of 
The President and Treasurer. " Below that amount only the Treasurer's 
signature shall be required . All expenditures shall fall within the 
budgets approved by the Board of Directors. 

Section 1: New 


All funds of the SID other than petty cash shall be kept in recognized 
banking and savings and loan institutions. The Board of Directors 
shall establish the maximum amount of any single transaction for which 
the Treasurer may issue checks without the counter-signature of the 
President. Expenditures of funds in excess of that amount shall have 
the approval~ot the President and the Treasurer . All expenditures 
shall fall within the budgets approved by the Board of Directors. 

RATIONALE: Incidental and recurring expenses, such as rents and 

salaries, have risen above the $100. figure originally established. 

In consequence, and because of the possible geographical separation 
of the President and the Treasurer, the conduct of normal business 
of the SID is being compromised by this restriction. 

Article 11 - Publications and Archives 

Section 2: Old 

The archives of the society shall be maintained by an archivist who 
shall be appointed by the Publications Committee with the approval 
of the Board of Directors. 

Section 2: New 


The archives of the society shall be maintained by an archivist who 
shall be appointed by the Archives Committee with the approval of 
the Board of Directors. ~~~~ 

RATIONALE: Archival activities are being transferred to an inde¬ 

pendent Archives Committee by the proposed by-laws changes. 


BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES OF CANDIDATES 


Following are brief resumes of 1969 candidates for election: 

LEO BEISER - Mr. Beiser is Staff Physicist, CBS Laboratories, 
Stamford, Connecticut, responsible for the formulation of new tech¬ 
nology for the generation, transfer, enhancement, recording, and 
display of information. Prior to joining CBS Laboratories in 1963, 
he served as Staff Research Specialist with the Autometric Cor¬ 
poration, Staff Consultant with Radio Receptor Company, Inc., and 
Assistant Chief TV Engineer at CBS Columbia, New York. Mr. Beiser's 
patents and disclosures relate to lasers and laser scanning, optics, 
electronics, mechanics, microwave tuning, character generation, 
and display processes. He is credited with approximately 20 pub¬ 
lications and presentations in these fields. He is Chairman of 
the Mid-Atlantic Chapter of the Society for Information Display, 
and is a member of the American Physical Society, the Optical 
Society of America, the Society of Motion Picture andTTI Ie vision 
Engineers, and the Society of Photographic Scientists and Engineers. 
Mr. Beiser holds the Bachelor and Master Degrees in Physics. 

DONALD R. CONE - Mr. Cone is a Senior Research Engineer at the 
Stanford Research Institute. His interests are in electron 
devices and electron optics research. He is Secretary/Treasurer, 

Bay Area Chapter, SID, and served as General Chairman for the 8th 
National Symposium in San Francisco. Mr. Cone is also a member of 
IEEE, Sigma Xi and EKN. He received his BS and MS in EE at the 
University of California at Berkeley. 

CARLO P. CROCETTI - Dr. Crocetti is Chief, Display Techniques 
Branch at Rome Air Development Center. Dr. Crocetti has served 
as Chairman of the SID Standards Committee and the editorial board 
of the technical journal of the Society. He is curently Secretary 
of the Society. He is also a member of the Honorary Scientific 
Society of Sigma Xi, the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science, the Psychonomic Society, the American Psychological 
Association, and the Armed Forces National Research Council Vision 
Committee. He holds the AB degree in Chemistry from Columbia 
College, and the MA and PhD in Experimental Psychology from 
Columbia UniversTty. 

THOMAS V. CURRAN - Mr, Curran's present position is with RCA's 
Electromagnetic and Aviation Systems Division as Manager, Marketing, 
Intelligence Data Systems. He has been with RCA for over nine 
years. Previous business affiliations were with Litton's Guidance 
and Controls Division, Lockheed Missile and Space Division in 
systems marketing, and several years in Program Management and 
Engineering for the Whittaker Corporation and Summers Gyroscope. 

He attended Pierce College and the University of California at 
Los Angeles. A former member of the IEEE, he has more recently 
been active in SID. He was Program Chairman for the L.A. Chapter 
in 1966 and Arrangements Chairman for the 9th Annual National 
Symposium Info 68 held in Los Angeles last May.

PHILLIP P. DAMON - Mr, Damon is Group Leader of Direct View Storage 
Tube Development Engineering and a member of the Technical Staff 
in the Vacuum Tube Products Division of Hughes Aircraft Company, 
Oceanside, California. He completed his B.A. in Physics at 
Bowdoin College and did graduate work in physics at Franklin and 
Marshall College. Formerly with RCA and Electronics Corporation 
of America, he has for the past 16 years been concerned with the 
design and development of display storage tubes, scan converters, 
pickup tubes and other display devices. Mr. Damon is a member 
of Sigma Pi Sigma and IEEE. He has authored several articles 
and papers on storage tubes. A Charter Member and recently 
elected Fellow of SID, he has served as National Membership Chair¬ 
man since 1965 and is an active chapter member. Previous duties 
include San Diego Chapter Treasurer 1963-64, 3rd Symposium 
Treasurer, National Treasurer 1964-65, and Western Regional 
Director 1965-68. 

ROBERT C. KLEIN - Mr. Klein is Director of Information Display 
Programs of the Kollsman Instrument Corporation. He is responsi¬ 
ble for the design, implementation and application of large screen 
display systems and associated peripheral devices. A charter 
member of SID, Mr. Klein is a Director of the Society and 
Chairman of the By-laws Committee. Active on the national as 
well as the local level, he has presented papers at technical 
meetings of SID and other societies, served as Vice Chairman and 
Chairman of the Mid-Atlantic Chapter, and participated in the 
formation of SID's Delaware Valley Chapter. Mr. Klein is a member 
of Tau Beta Pi and Eta Kappa Nu and holds a Master's Degree in 
Business Administration in addition to the Bachelor's and Master's 
degrees in Electrical Engineering. 

CARL MA CHOVER - Mr. Machover is Vice President - Sales, 

Information Displays, Inc., Mt. Kisco, New York. He is concerned 
with the design and marketing of display devices, servo components, 
and related equipment. He is currently President of SID, former 
National Secretary of SID, Regional Director, past Chairman of 
the Mid-Atlantic Chapter and Program Co-chairman for the 6th 
National Symposium. He received the Mid-Atlantic Chapter's 
Distinguished Service Award. Mr. Machover holds two patents, is 
the author of two books, and several articles about displays. He 
holds a BEE from Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, and did graduate 
work at New York University. 

HARRY H. POOLE - Mr. Poole is presently in the SAM-D program office 
at Raytheon, where he is responsible for the display and human 
factors portions of this program. He has been very active in SID 
affairs, and was the co-founder and first secretary of the New 
England Chapter of SID. Mr. Poole has taught courses in Display 
Systems and Computers, and is the author of the book "Fundamentals 
of Display Systems."
